cape the “rain of bullets.” 
But as 
against gas, the submarine and the 
bomb-dropping airship 
the non-com­ 
batant has no chance. The press dis­ 
patches a few* days ago told of a Ger­ 
man victory over 
a 
Russian 
arm y 
corps. The Russians were entrenched 
in a valley. 
The 
Germans 
opened 
their gas cylinders and the lethal va­ 
por driven by a light breeze floated 
down the valley, destroying men, wo­ 
men and children, 
live 
stock, wild 
bids 
and 
incidentally 
the 
enemy 
against whom it was directed. Ini its 
use there could be no sense 
of dis­ 
crimination; it did its work without 
dash or brilliance or special danger 
to those employing it—just 
blindly, 
ruthlessly and cruelly. 
Before I he days of these inventions 
the practice of poisoning wrells used 
to be cited as 
the 
most despicable 
form of warfare, because it w*as said 
that any coward could poison a w’ell, 
and for the further reason that the 
practice failed to spare the non-com­ 
batant.

The mines are worked in old- 
time fashion by a few’ colliers each. 
There is little attem pt at timbering, 
and

drain naturally. 
The seams are ap­ 
proximately a yard in thickness and 
as they pass level into the moors are 
easily workable. 
Some of the mines 
were opened up many generations ago 
and later abandoned; a few have been 
worked in half-hearted fashion until 
galleries a couple of miles longlhave 
been cut.

atic, is transformed, and the life of 
her people is entirely changed.

more; tile gondoliers wait sadly for 
passengers that do

come; the I 
chatter and laughter of the cav, lux­ 
urious cosmopolitan 
crowd 
at 
the 
Cafe Florian in the Piazza San Mar­ 
co on the lovely summer evenings is 
no longer heard, for 
Venice, except 
w’hen the moon shines, is plunged in-1 
to darkness, and at night 
lights of 
any kind in the houses or at the w a­ 
ter are strictly forbidden. 
Venice is determined that nothing 
shall be wanting on her part to frus­ 
trate I lie attacks of the 
enemy and 
to protect her treasures from bomb 
and fire. 
Black 
curtains 
are hung 
over the doors of shops; dark paper 
dims the light of the lamps, and the 
larger glass window s are painted blue 
or black so that they slip ll not reflect 
even the moonlight. 
Many 
of the 
treasures ot art from the famous pic­
